'5 YEARS TO BUILD 
TUNNEL UNDER THE 
ENGLISH CHANNEL 


by Bonar Law, Who Says Pro- 
ject Is Being Considered.

LONDON, March 11.—Five years 


would be required to complete the 


proposed tunnel under the English 


Channel from England to France. 
according to an authoritative esti- 
mate. It is gaid that in ordinary 
times the cost of the work would be 
about $80,000,900, but in view of the 
increased cost of labor and materi- 
als, the expense involved would. un- 
der present conditions, be nearly 
$100,000,000. 

The prospect of a tunnel is being 
considered by the Government 
emong its projects for after the war. 
Andrew Bonar Law, Government 
spokesman, announced in the House 
of Commons yesterday. He said he 
was discussing the matter with Pre- 
mier Lioyd George as a means’ of 
finding employment for discharged 
soldiers. 


The Daily Mail claims to have 
definite information that the British 
and French Governments have 
agreed to the construction of the 
tunnel and that the details are now 
being discussed by a special com- 
mission in Paris, which also is con- 


sidering the building of tunnels un- 
der the Bosphorus and the Strait of 
(;ibraltar. 

The engineering plans for the 
channel tunnel, according to the 
Daily Mail, are so far advanced that 


work could be begun immediately. | 
“It is proposed.” says the Daily | 
Mail, to start the tunnel some dis- 
tance inside of both countries, in- 
stead of near the coast. as was orig- 


inally intended, to avoid a fall of the 
cliffs, such as already has occurred 
on the British near the point 
where the work would have . been 
begun.

He said 
he did not know of his own know)- 
| edge that Bolshevists from Russia 
‘actually were engaged in trying to 
-accomplish this purpose in the 
United States, but that he was con- 
vinced certain people here were en- 


gaged in propagating Bolshevist 
ideas. “The I. W. W.,” he added, 
“has been doing it for 20 years.”’ 


In reply to questions, Robins said 
‘he did not know whether Bolshevist 
agents were being sent Into South 
America, but he agreed with Sena- 
tor King of Utah that it was quite 
probable the Russian Reds would 
undertake to aid any radical groups 
wherever operating. 
Francis’ Testimony. 

Turning to Ambassador Francis 
testimony last Saturday, Robins de- 
nied that he had gone to the head- 
quarters of the Bolshevists in Petro- 
grad, asked about their principles 
and indicated his approval of them. 
He also denied that he had ever pre- 
tended to represent the American 
Government in Russia. Ambassador 
Francis told the committee he had 
heard Robins was spoken of in Mos- 
cow as the mouthpiece of the Amer- 
ican Government, and, as a conse- 
quence, the Ambassador thought it 
wise to make a public announcement 
that statements coming from sources 
other than the American embassy 
were not authorized. 

Robins submitted to the commit- 
tee copies of cablegrams which he 
said passed between Ambassador 
Francis and the State Department 
and telegrams and letters which he | 
asserted were sent him by the Am-| 
bassador. The witness explained 
‘that his purpose in offering these 
documents was to show at all times 
his relations with the Ambassador 
‘were valued and cordial and that 
he was authorized by Ambassador 
Francis to maintain contact with the 
Bolshevists. 

Letter From Francis. 

One of the letters was given him 
by Ambassador Francis, Robins said. 
“to provide against the possibility of 
error in statement and subsequent 
refutation of my authorization to) 
‘represent the Ambassador in the) 
manner indicated by his verbal in- 
structions.” 

This was at a time, according to 
'the correspondence, Robins was in 
| conference with Lenine and Trotzky 
‘and other officers of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, seeking to prevent the sign- 
ing of the treaty of Brest-Litovsk. 

Another letter which Robins said 
was written by Ambassador Francis 
contained statements as to what the 
‘United States might do in case the 
‘treaty was not signed. Robins told 
the committee the letter was given 
him to be used at his discretion as, 
evidence to Lenine and the officials | 
of the fourth all-Russia Soviet at} 
Moscow, to aid in the prevention of | 
the ratification of the treaty and “‘as | 
evidence of the willingness of the 
|Ambassador to urge against inter- 
| vention in Siberia by the Japanesc.’ 
| Others of the documents were cre- 
dentials. They were presented by | 
Robins as indicating the specific 
‘character of his unofficial relation- | 
ship as “special representative of the 
Ambassador with the Soviet Govern- | 
ment.” 

Members of the committee = told 
Robins that Ambassador Francis had 
not intimated in his testimony that 
Robins’ recall had been brought 
about by anything else except the 
regular routine business of the Red 
Cross. They also pointed out to him 
that Ambassador Francis had been 
particular to say that Robins had 
rendered valuable services in main- 
taining contact with the Bolsheviki. 

The Ambassador had been cuoted 
“as testifying I approved of the prin- 
ciples of Bolshevism,” said Robins. 
“Of course that was a ridiculous 
staternent, for I knew the principles 
of the Bolsheviki, had fought them 
and am still utterly opposed to them 
If the Ambassador made ths; state- 
ment as quotoed, it was a misstate- 
ment, without a scintilla of founda- 
tion in fact.”

of thrift, and not to promote bar- 
ter or speculation. The inscription 
on the posters and cards reads: 


Anyone who persuades you 
to part with your Liberty 
Bonds makes money at your 
expense. United States Gov 
ernment bonds are the world’s 
best investment. 


The department claims that places 
have been opened in nearly all the 
large cities where Liberty Bonds are 
solicited in exchange for other se- 
curities, including stocks in risky 
ventures. These places also offer 
to lend money on Liberty Bonds at 
excessive rates of interest. All such 
practices are discouraged by the 


' Government. 


The United States Government 
recognizes the need of a market for 
Liberty Bonds, realizing that in many 
instances persons who bought bonds 
and stamps in good faith find it 
necessary to part with them. In 
such cases, treasury officials point 
out, the holder should ask for the 
market value for his bond ata bank 
or at a reputable investment bond 
house, and stay away from “wildcat” 


concerns. 


The New York Stock Exchange 


makes the market bond prices, and 
these prices rule in all centers and 
fix the current value.of the bonds. 
In all cities there are dealers, in ad- 
dition to the banks, who pay the 


market price.

CHICAGO, March 11.—The Inter- 


national Harvester Co. has announ: ed 


that its 20,000 employes will take a 
secret ballot on Wednesday on the 


/question ef adopting an “Industrial 


Council” plan giving the workers 
equal voice with the management in 
shaping company policies pertaining 
to werking conditions, wages, and all 
other matters of mutual interest. 

In announcing details of the plan, 
which provides that no employe shall 
be discriminated against because of 
“race, sex, political or religious af- 
filiation or membership in any labo: 
or other organization,’’ the companys 
stated that the underlying object is 
to establish relations between worke! 
and management “upon a definite 
and durable basis of mutual under- 
standing and confidence.” 

Each of the 17 American and three 
Canadian plants will vote on the 
question and the plan will become 
operative at plants where it receives 
a majority. 

Plants to Have “Councils.” 

Under the plan, a ‘“‘works council” 
will be established at each plant 
composed of not less than five repre- 
sentatives. nominated and elected 
from the ranks of the employes anda 
like number appointed by the man- 
agement. The two groups will have 
equal voting power on all questions; 
they will vote separately and accord- 


ing to the unit rule. 

All employes having power to hire 
or discharge, such as foremen, wil! 
not be permitted to vote at employes 
elections or act as workers’ represen- 
tatives. Unsatisfactory representatives 
may be recalled by employes. Com- 
plete independence respecting the 
acts in the works council is guararn- 
teed employes representatives. 

Any employe or group of emploves 
has the right at all times to present 
to the council any suggestion, request 
or complaint that has been presented 
to but not satisfactorily acted upon 
by the works management and to 
have it promptly considered and fai:
